panions in the hold-up, Brooks had 
supplied them with sufficient facts 
upon Which to base a prediction that 
the entire trio would be behind the 
bars iu a very few hours. 

And the seventy-five dollars in 
pennies, which. was the miserable 
loot of their daring attempt is back 
in the bank’s strong box from which

Washington, June 28.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Freight 
rates on perishable fruits and vege- 
tables from Georgia to the east and 
west will not be reduced soon, This 
verdict of the southeastern rail- 
roads was given today to Senator 
William J. Harris by Chairman G. 
K. Caldwell, speaking for the south- 
ern freight rate committee, with 
headquarters in Atlanta. 

The carriers justify their refusal 
to reduce the rates on their con- 
tenti n that it is not necessary for 
the lfare of the producer. Sena- 
tor Harris’ latest request for a re- 
duction came with thé announce- 
ment that the transcontinental rall- 
roads would make a reductſen on 
perishable fruits and vegetables 
from the Pacific coast to the east, 
and the Georgia senator contends 
that all roads should bring about 
a proportionate reduction. 

The decision of the southeastern 
carriers as given by Chairman Cald- 
well to Senator Harris, says:

„Mr. L. Green, chairman of our 
executive committee, has referred 
to us your letter June 8, with in- 
structions to give your suggestions 
careful thought and after investi- 
gation, report our conclusions di- 
rect to you. 

“This committee has not only 
carefully considered the matter, but 
it has also received attention at the 
hands of the executive. officers of 
the principal Georgia lines, and 
our joint cenvlusion is that it will 
be impracticable, just as this time, 
to meet your views. There may be, 
and probably are, tndividual incon- 
sistencies in the present rates which 
should be removed and as these cpe- 
cific cases are brought ‘o our at-

Offer for Ulster. 


Dublin, June 28.—Eamonn De Va- 
lera, the Irish republican leader, is 
not yet ready to give a definite 
answer to Premier Lloyd-George’s 
letter inviting him to a conference 
for an Irish settlement. He has 
briefly replied to the premier, how 
ever, expressing the earnest desire 
for a lasting peace, but deems unity 
of Ireland essential to that end. 

The Irish Bulletin, organ of the 
Dail Eireann, in a special issue, 
publishes Mr. De Valera’s. reply to 
the British prime minister, It is 
as follows: 
the principal representatives of our 

“T am consulting with such of 
nation as are available. We most 
earnestly desire to ‘help in bringing 
about a lasting peace between the 
peoplés of these two islands, but 
see no avenue by which it can be 
reached if you deny Ireland essen~- 
tial unity. 

“Before replying more fully to 
your letter, I am seeking a confer- 
ence with certain representatives of 
the political minority in this coun-

London, June 28—The British 
coal mine strike, which has been 
in progress since April 1. has been 
settled, it was officially announced 
this afternoon. 

It is understood that Lloyd - 
George, the prime minister, will ask 
parliament this afternoon to au- 
thorize the granting of £10,000,000 
subsidy to the mining industry. The 
miners will resume work generally 
next Monday, if the subsidy is 
granted. The government offered 
this subsidy several - ago. but 
withdrew it after the recent propo- 
sition by the owners for a settle- 
ment had been voted down by the 
miners. 

Mere Formality. 

The general understanding ts that 
the submission of the subsidy propo- 
sition to parliament is a mere for- 
mality, and that the grant will be 
voted. 9 

The prime minister, Lloyd- George. 
announced in the house of commons 
this evening that the executive body 
ofthe miners’ union and agreed to 
refer the terms proposed for a set- 
tlement of the strike to the men, 
who will be asked to return to work 
Monday. 

Prefit-Sharing. 

The claim of the miners to a 
national wage pool had been aban- 
doned, Lioyd-George said, and a 
settlement had been attained which 
would insure peace fora long period 
through a system by which the 
workers would share with the 
miners of the industry,. and would 
obtain a direct interest in ptoduc- 
tivity.

The democratic conferees, Sena- 
tor Hitchcock, of Nebrasks, and Rep- 
resentative Flood, of Virginia, called 
in for the final conference today 
after the republicans had previously 
arranged their compromise resolu- 
tion, refused to sign the report, and 
said that with other democratie 
colleagues they would oppose the 
republican plan to the end. Over- 
whelming republican majorities in 
both senate and house, however, | 
were said to leave no doubt of adope 
tion of the conference draft. ; 


Action Today. 


Action on the compromise regolu- 
tion tomorrow is planned in the 
house and finally in 
Thursday. The conference report 
was presented to both bodies late 
today. Democratic leaders on both 
sides said that the final discuiision 
would not be protratted and the re- 
publicans said they hoped to have 
the peace measure sent to the white 
house by Friday, In expectation of 
its signature by the president before 
the Fourth of July. 

Satisfaction over the compromise 
Was expressed. by both senate and 
house republican leaders.

Letter in Full. : 

Mr. Chambers’ letter to Governor Hard- 
wick in full follows: 

Hon. T. W. Hardwick, Governor of Geor- 
gia, Atlanta, Ga. 

Dear Sir: I note from. the Atlanta news- 
papers of Sunday, last, that the muni- 
cation Which I addressed to Hugh 
M. Dorsey, on the 23d, was ref d to 
you, and that Mr. John A. Boykin, “whose 
official conduct as solicitor of the /Atlan- 
ta circuit was the subject matter of my 
communication, had made reply to charges 
against him, presumably With the intention 
of having having his reply filed with the 
letter and when you came to consider 
the matter have his statement also before 
you. I have no objection to this, but in 
view of the character of the statement 
he made, feel that another observation or 
two should be made by me. 

The reply which Mr. Boykin gave out for 
publication does not answer the substantive 
charges made, but is rather an adroit at- 
tempt at evasion, which I am sure will 
appear to your excellency upon a perusal 
of the document, and yet 1 feel that I 
should cail attention to some of the matters 
therein contained, as well as elaborate in 
in a few particulars the matters mentioned 
in my original letter, to which I ask your 
‘carnest consideration, 

Mr. oykin makes what amounts — a 
plea of confession and attempted avoi 
but it is not up to the legal 5 — 
in that there is no fustification set out 
for his illegal and improper conduct, which 
is in most cases elther expressly admitted 
or not denied. To go a little into details: 


Charges Slander. 


I charged Boykin with slandering Atlanta 
by cirgulating in public speeches agi 
through publications in the newspapers, 
stories to the effect that this city was 
headquarters for a gang of bunco opera- 
tors“ whose activities had resulted in peo- 
ple being fleeced here in sums ranging 

$1,500,000 to $2,000,000, While the 
proof he submitted through counsel at the 
councilmanic hearing showed that. less than 
10 per cent of the sum named by him had 
actually been lost here in five years. This 
he does not deny. 

I next cha os Boykin, in violation of 
his oath of office, left the courtroom, went 
out before prospective jurors and deliber- 
ately undertook to stir up prejudice and 
whip sentiment into a frenzy so that those 
accused by him could not receive justice 
or fair play. This he admits, aud under- 
takes to say in defense of his wholly out- 
rageous course, that he had heard as early 
as December, 1920, that he was to be at- 
tacked, and that in anticipation of his 
being attacked, he undertook to deprive 
men whom he could not even indict of 
their constitutional rights. He should be 
impeached on this statement and besides 
if he heard such a thing, I have no doubt 
it came from his boon companion, Bert 
Donaldson, dope fiend and criminal record,

I now charge further in this connection, 
that when Boykin held his Chamber of 
Commerce meeting, where he launched his 
attack on the police department and others, 
that he or his political mentor and di- 
rector, or sqme of their satellites, had pre- 
viously prepared and brought, already typed, 
to the meeting a set of resolutions com- 
mending Boykin for his splendid stand and 
condemning unheard the men attacked. 
These resolutions, already prepared before 
he ever uttered a word, were the ones 
adopted, and thus is shown a Conspiracy on 
the part of some one to see that justice 
was not done, but that Boykin was given 
an apparent support in his new course of

Boykin replies very nicely to the, parte

There was no griticiem of “the judge in 
the Sharpton case. The judge necessarily 
can only act upon the Fn ad he has

was made, the principal released and allow- 
ed to run away, then that is tantamount 
te “‘compounding a felony.““ In this con- 
nection attention is called to the testimony 
of the surety in the Moyne case when he

It will de remembered that Boykin ex- 
plained in his letter that Judge Hodges tried 
the Ward case, and did not try the Wood- 
ward and Allen cases. Necessarily he could 
only act upon such information as the 
solicitor-general furnished. And in this case, 
the solicitor In preparing the cases for trial 
was represented by J. O. Ewing, who was 
also counsel for the defendants. The cases 
were never presented to the grand jury, as 
the recorder expected. and dircted. They 
were carried to the office of the solicitor- 
general, who says he was not present. It 
seems he got conveniently ont of the way so 
Joe Ewing could have a clear field. And 
Joe needed no second inertation. He did ft, 
and Boykin ratified his action by never hav- 
ing the Woodward and Allen cases plated 
on the docket or minutes. The charges 
against them were never placed in the 
clerk’s hands at all. I charge that John A. 
Boykin was derelict in duty and guilty of 
an impeachabie offense, when he failed to 
have presented to the grand jury the pa- 
pers in these cases, and again when he 
failed to have presented to the clerk the 
accusations taken out, and again when he 
allowed Joseph O. Ewing, attorney for the 
defendants. to go into his office and draw 
the accusation as Ewing drew out from the 
witness.

Of Pay Cut Order 


Chicago, June 28.—Reports of an 
overwhelming vote for rejection of 
an average 8 per cent wage reduc- 
tion recently ordered for all rail- 
road shop employees by the United 
States railroad labor board were 
branded as misleading and wnre- 
liable today by B. M. Jewell, head 
of the shop crafts organization. 


Only about two-thirds of the vote 
has been counted, according to Mr. 
Jewell, who added that “a few 
votes might swing it elther way.” 

Unofficial compilation of votes 
from various locals which announc- 
ed the results of their ballots were 
said to have totaled approximately 
355.000 againet the proposed reduc- 
tion and 48.000 in favor of it. There 
are approximately 600.000 shop em- 


ployees in the country. 

General chairmen of, the shop 
crafts will meet here on July 1. The 
completed report on the vote may 


be withheld until that date to al- 
low final action to be taken by the 


conference. All other union organ- 
izations, including the clerks, tele- 
graphers, switchmen and mainte- 
nance of way employes, and the four 
engine and train service brother- 
hoods also will meet here on the 
same date to canvass the situation 
and determine further action.

In an address to members of the 
Municftpal League of Georgia and 
members of the state senate and 
house of representatives, who were 
guests of the league at a meeting 
and dinner Tuesday night in the 
roof garden at the Ansley hotel, 
R. T. Jeffrey. engineer of the hydro- 
electric power commission, of On- 
tario, Canada, explained the origin, 
growth, operation and success of 
that commission, which serves 276 
municipalities. 

Another feature of the day, which 
was marked by three sessions. of 
the league, was the election of of- 
f‘cers Tresday afternoon. Arcki- 
bald Blackshear, of Augusta, 
re-elected president, with Mayor 
Key, of Atlanta; Mayor J. E. Shep- 
pard, of Americus, and Mayor R. 
W. P. Parker, of Madison, vice pres- 
idents. J. P. Jones was chosen sec- 
retary-treasurer. . : ' 

Four Bills Indorsed. 

Indorsements of four bills which 
will be introduced in the legisia- 
ture—two of them water-power 


bills whose object is to give the 
state, cities and counties the con- 
stitutional right to take over power 
Sites and operate them, were other 
important action, 

Approximately 200 legislators and 
members of the league attended the 
final session Tuesday night and the 
address of Mr. Jeffrey was accorded 
clore attention. 

Mr. Jeffrey told the legislators 
that he was not present to advise 
them how to vote on the proposed 
constitutional amendments, but to 
tell them as briefly as he could 
what succese the province of: On- 
tario has. had in the operation of 
its municipaily cwned power pints. 

The scheme of municipal opera- 
tion was started ten years ago, he 
said, and now 276 municipalities in 
the province of Ontario are supply- 
ing current, in some cases at half 
the cuostethat private corporations 
had charged to consumers. 

Case Ten Years Ago. 

He stated that prior to ten years 
ago the people of Ontario stood 
where the people of Georgia stand 
today—with private interests in 
control of much of their natural 
neritago. 

Mr. Jeffrey explained that the op- 
eration of the plants is function- 
ing under the hydro-electric power 
commission created by legislative 
act in 1903 and endowed with dras- 
tic authority. 

The commission has numerous 
powers including the power to ac- 
Quire lands and water privileges 
and the power to acquire by pur- 
chase or otherwise, and hold shares 
in any incorporated company car- 
rying on the business of operating, 
supplying and distributing electri- 
cal energy. 

“The commission and municipali- 
ties have since the scheme was first 
put into effect,” he said, “purchased 
more than twenty water powers, 
thirty generating plants and sixty 
distribution systems, and in not one 
instance has it been necessary to 
take advantage of the commission's 
powers of condemnation.” 

Current At Cost. 

The whole basis of the municipal 
ownership scheme, said Mr. Jeffrey, 
is that current be supplied to the 
consumers at cost, explaining that 
the power 
interest 


at the source of supply. 
charges, sinking fund charges, 
maintenance, operation, renewals, 
and other charges applicable to any 
business of this character. 

Mr. Jeffrey declared that while 
municipal ownership and operation 


was. 


Amending Charters. 

The third gives the right of 
amending charters to municipali- 
tles without appeal to the legisla- 
ture, The fourth provides that when 
a public utility company appeals 
fiom the decision of the state rail- 
ro commission upon a rate ques- 
tion the court hearing must be in 
the superior court of the district in 
which the municipality affected is 
located.

It de- 
fines the words state highway de- 
partment as “any department, com- 
mission or board having adequate 
powers and ‘suitably organized to 
discharge to the satisfaction of the 
secretary of agriculture the duties 
herein required.” ; 
While the pending federal legie- 
lation deals with a system, the 
companion appropriation bill to the 
Dowell bill, will carry $2,700,000 a 
year for two years as Georgia‘s fed- 
eral ald quota. 

The whole trend of thought at 
Washington is to strengthen the 
state highway organizations and to 
require independence of funds in 
dealing with these federal matters. 

The Georgia state highway de- 
partment has been very recently ad- 
vised that the federal bureau of 
roads will tnsist on constant main- 
tenance of federal built roads by 
the state, and on the competency 
of the organization to do this. 

* * + * * 

Practically, Georgia had great 
difficulty in securing any actual 
money from Washington’ until the 
present organization had won the 
approval and confidence of the fed- 
eral bureau of roads. Since that 
$4,500,000 has been brought to Geor- 
gia. $3,000,000 of federal funds are 
yet to come under the present law, 
as contracts are completed and ap- 
proved by the federal engineer. 

In the meantime, the counties and“ 
the state are spending twice that 
sum expecting reimbursement 
shortly. a | 

If the federal government, at any 
time finds that the actual engineer- 
ing supervision is relaxed or un- 
satisfactory, and if it pérceives that 
proper provision for maintenance 
by the state is inadeqnhate or un- 
certain, I am led to believe that 
it would not hesitate to withhold 
as far as was legally possible pay- 
ment of federal funds not yet paid 
over.

He declared tl.e Atlanta prison com- 
pares favorably with that institu- 
tion, asserting that at present the 
Atlanta institution has 2,100 in- 
mates while the Kansas prison has 
about 1,800. 

Mr. Dyche was highly enthusiastic 
over Atlanta. He expressed much 
surprise at the vast development 
of the business district here and 
said he was not prepared to see 
such a city although hg had heard 
many good words about Atlanta. 

One of the first to welcome Mr. 
Dyche to Atlanta was Walker Lee, 
secretary to Mayor Key.

Mr. Stevenson ruled that if the 
petition was to be renewed before 
another judge in chancery, it must 
be done today.

Their plans for escape were frus- 
trated by the appéarance in the door 
leading into the street of Mrs. J. A.

Woman Rushes Out.

Gifford Pinchot, United States com- 
missioner of 383 of Harrisburg, 
Pa., and W. B. Greeley, United States 
forester, of Washintgon, D. C., have 
informed the convention bureau 
that they will attend the Southern 
Forestry congress, which will be

The forestry congress will be 
held to discuss Plans for forest 
preservation, especially in the south;

They were order- 
ed to report following their release 
to the marshal in the Federal 
building and receive their compen- 
sation for the time they remained 
in custody, Each received 31 for 
each of the 88 days in confinement. 

The witnesses were Olaude and 
Emma Freeman, Julius, 
Rufus Mnaning, Will and Grace 
Johnson, Lessie May Benton and 
Fred Favors. Some of them de- 
clared that $88 was more money 
than they had ever held at one 
time, 

Three of the women were very 
fortunate in getting jobs.. Hal 
Lindsay, assistant district attorney, 
employed one as a cook, Other 
federal officials took the cue and 
two more were given domestie jobs. 

Since Williams and his three sons, 
Leroy, Marvir and Hulon, have been 
indicted in federal court, the dis- 
trict attorney thought it unneces- 
sary to detain the witnesses long- 
er, and was satisfied that they. will 
appear to testify when the cases 
are called.
